Instituted 53 years ago, few 
international competitions could 
have had such an Informal start. 

It all began on a bleak 
January evening in 1900, In u 
Ras-Ht room In the American 
University of Harvard, two 
students Mr Dwight F. Davis and 
Mr Holcombe Ward were dls- 
cussing with Mr Palmer Presbey, 
formerly Honorary Sccretary of 
the United States LTA, the 
possibilty of an annual lawn 
tennis match with Great Britain. 
For, in addition to being Harvard 
students, Messrs. Davis and 
Ward were the United States 
Doubles Champions. . 


Immediately the  suggestlon 
was made, Mr Davis offered to 
present o cup. 

He made no conditions; none 
was asked. A keen student 
of politics and internatlonal 
affairs, he saw an international 
sporting competition in a game 
like Jawn tennis as a safeguard 
for peace, It would provide an 
ouilet not only for energy, but 
for natlonal feeling. 


Although two womd wars have 
been fought since then, Mr Davis 
—who became U.S. Seeretary of 
War-—can. claim that his idea 
was successful. Tennis ts one of 
‘the few games, which, played 
Internationally, docs not create 
‘diplomatic incidents.’ 


TOLERANT AMUSEMENT 


When the idea reached 
England, It was received with 
tolerant amusement, These were 
the days of A, W. Gore, H. R. 
Borrett and the Doherty's—a 
family: of great players who 
swept all before them in Britain 
and therefore, according to the 
British, were invincible. For at 
this’ time, England was aot the 
height of her powers, and defeat 
at anything was just not 
Imagined. i 

Soon they had to consider It,

This began a run of four 
Britlsh victories, which set u 
pattern followed ever since, 
with victory' coming in cycles.

SET THE TRADITION 


Davis and Ward ‘set the 
tradition for America, which was 
carried on for Britain by the 
brothera R. F. and H. L, Doterty. 

In 1904, the competition which 
had begun as an~ exclusively 
Anglo - American affair was 
widened to Include Belgium ond 
France. America did not 


_} compete, so those two countries 


played off a challenge match for 
the right to meet Britain. 
Belgium won, but’ were well 
beaten by the British holders. . 


The entrics continued to graw. 
A year later Austria competed, 
and a for distant challenge came 
from Australasia, . The team 
from Down Under included a 
young Cambridge undergraduate 
by the name of Norman Brookes. 
In’ addition to rendering his, 
country great service cn the 
courts, Brookes later became 
president of the Australian LTA. 

Australasia were defeated in a 
preliminary round by America 
after a memorable struggle; Beals 
Wright won two 12-10 sets 
egainst Brookes, 

But Australasia soon gained 
Tevenge.-“ In 1007-the trophy was 
carried off to Melbourne after 
America and Britain were 
eliminated at Wimbledon. 

Three times America qualified 
to meet the holders.
